io fn both in the deſires and atons, and the 
more it 15 followed, the ftronger it is; for whatever 1s 
hereby odbtaiiied, becomes a treaſure of wicketneſſe,laid 
up in the habitation of the wicked one, whereby the luſt 
15 increaſed,and the ſee'l 03-304 burthened, and buried, 
whereby the creature becom: s Jaily more unſenſible of 
the Will of God, and the 1wovings of that pure ſpixit 
which {loud keep the creature alive to the Creator, and 
draw the mind wholly up to the Father, on him alone to 


-wait fora ſupply in all things, both ſor ſui and body : 
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and every dere that ſprings from this ro being ſuff-- 
r-dto 80 forth defilcs the tnan,and brings in that which 
on7preſieth the juſt,untill by continuance man grows into 
the nature of the enmity, and the imaginations of the 
heart b-comes wholly eviil, and that which {ould give 
the knowledge of God wholly buried. and in inany that 
which thauld give the knowledge of fin alto, where>y 
man becomes paſt ſeeing, utterly dead in fins arid tref- 
paſſes heaped upon the juſt againitthe day cf Judgment, 
which becomes by cuftoin as natural to c:mmit as to the 
Ox to Urink water 3 yea with greedinefſe doth man in 
this condition hunt after his own deſtruction, havin 

damn'd up the way of life in hunſelte by o!tcn tranſarel? 
ſing it, and is become degenerate from the nature of 
30d, having received in, end willingly joyned to that 
nature of Satan, which as a leaven hath and doth work 
into 1:5 Own Nature all that receiveit or y<!19% unto 3, 
whom as ghry grow therein, there ſprings up trivrs 51 
the ſame zcot and nature 1which they bring. font; in $i 
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time aud opportunity with liking and delight,being tur- ' 
niſhed with all ſubtilty to colour them over, and plead 
for them,being in covenant and agreement withfin, ſome 
in one thing, and ſome in another, every one pleading 
the allowance of that ſin with God, which moſt ſutes 
their preſent luſts, pride, profiror pleaſure, credit or e- 
ſteem in thz: World, or {1 ſelf-end, and at theſe they 
take counſel, and not at the ſpirit of the Lord, what is 
fin, and what is no ſin, but none will believe that they 
can be ſt free from all fin, by him who teſtifies againſt all 
fin in ſpirit 3 and in all theſe the man of ſm hath his King- 
dom by conſent,for they being willing to keep egvenant 
with himin one evil, are guilty otall, 

Now the way to overcome all this, and him that hath 
kis power therein, is by faith in Chriſt Jeſus the light and © 
life, and way to the Father; for without believing there 
can he no victory 3 but in the faithful following of him, 
and patient bearing his crofſe and enduring his ſuffer- 
ings, comes the enmty to be flain, captivity led captive, 
and man ſet at Lherty, inthe holy ſeed, to ſerve the Fa- 
ther in ſpirit and lite again. 

And firſt, Chrit as he is the light of the worid muſt be 
believed, tor fo he comes to maniſeſt and reprove the 
decds of darkneſs, and to open judgement and to give a 
diſcerning, and to make a ſeparation between the works 
of God, and the works ofthe devil, in the mind aud ſp; - 
rit of the creature, and to let them ſee what ſpirit dorrt 
eXercil: their minds and afice&tions,and the fruits of cach 
ſpirit, and the moving and workmy'sf cach ſpirit ſeve- 
rally, without which none can rightly know what is t9 
be deſtroyed and what ſaved : what to joyne tz; and 
what to war againſt:for bythis light alone com2s man to 
the knowledge offin in hunſcIſe,in the ground and root 
ofit, and eyery motion thereof: for thaugh the letreror 
ſomething without, may ſhew what 1s fin by its rus 
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when it is brought forth, yet its the work of the ſpirit 
within to diſcover ſpiritual wickedneſle in its firſt moti- 
on, which is the onely place to kill it ere it decome (into 
the cre ature ; and this light muſt be believed, and dili- 
gently minded all along, for ſuch is the ſubtilty of the 
enemy, having got power over the will and ſences of 
man,that he will ſet them to war againſt the creature,and 
deſtroy the Creation rather then that of his which defiles 
_ the creature, and this cannot be avoided any other wa 
but by minding the light of Chriſt,to ſeparate that whic 
15 but to be cleanſed, from that which is to be deſtroyed, 
and this man cannot do without the ſpirit, being a ſpirt- 
tualwork, though he never ſo much iecks after it : And 
here is the cauſe why many are kept at hard labour all 
their time, and never come clear out of (in and unclean- 
neſſe, even not believing in that which hath the power 
_ to ſeparate and lead out of the evil,out without the ſingle 
eye areat work in the dark, and ſees not a clear ſeparati- 
on in the body : And hence it is that ſome deſtroy them- 
' ſelves in ſeeking todeftroy fin, not minding the light of 
the Saviour is led by the deſtroyer, fighting againſt that 
which Chriſt comes to ſave, whilef he that comes to de- 
ftroy lics hid in the dark : But he that believes in that 
which manifeſts all things, reproves all things and jud- 
. Bes all things, with that eye {hall be led what to war a- 
ainſt and what to joyn with all-along in the work, for 
- alone 1s the cuyenant of light, and given tor a leader, 
which whoſoeyer believes and follows, {hall not erre in 
zudgeinent or practice, but unbelicf therein is the cauſe 
why there are ſo many blind guids, and many people die 
in their ſins for want of this faith and fp:rituall d:li- 
BENCe. | 
And thus he is the way of God, and is to be believed 
31n,(towit) as he manifeſts the works of the Devil a- 
part from the works of God, condemning the one , the 
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flefh, and juſtifying the other in the ſpirit , and as he'ma- 
nifeſts every ſpirit with its workings, motions,andends, 
their ground and off-ſpring whence they comegind whi- 
ther they return, that thereby the creature may know 
who it is that exerciſes his mind and membets, and to 
what ſpirit he yeelds himſelfe in his obedience and ſer- 
vice, and ſo may come to know the uſe and end of all his 
works, what to chuſe,and what to reſuſe,what to juſtifie 
zand what condemn in its firſt motion,beſore it be brought 
forth or formed in the womb, that judgement may be 
kept on the head of tranſgreſſion,and liberty proclaimed 
tothe Juſt: and for want offaithand feeling of this way 
of Chriſt it is that ſo many perith in ſin, and yet ſeemto 
ſtrive againſt ſin, even becauſe they cannot believe that ' 
to be ſufficient to ſave from ſin which manifeſts ſin in the 
Yound,and condemns it in its firſt motion,which if they 

did but in faith and diligence joyn with him to condemn 
ſin in the ground, temptation, and motiongit would dye, 
and wither, and not be able long to live or preyaile 3 
and if it for atime ſhould live in the members, yet not 
to condemnation 3 for I have found a great difference 
between ſin condemned in the creature (though not yet 
wholly dead) and fin lived in, and pleaded for; for if 
thy lite and judgement be in that alone which condemns 
fin, then art thou dcad to ſin, and alive to Chriſt, and 
it i5 10 more thou that ſins, but ſin that yet remains ity 
thee, ro which thou artdead, to which thou doſt not 
conſent, like, nor approve of, nor any way add any 
ſtrength thereto; but thy taith and love, delight and 
Rrength 15 in him which condemns it 3 he that 1s truly 
11 this faith and love, by the working thereof ſhall a!! 
his enemies periſh, and by that faith and love {hallthe 
1aft live in that creature, and he in him condemning 
and killing (in till it all be done away, and the creature 
2{ God ſoundalive in himalone, whe without ſpot will 
A 3 preſent 
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preſent hin to the Father 3 for this 1 have found, that, 
, that which manileſis fin in itsfirſt motion, weges it 
there, and condemns it thtre, hath the onely power 
to kill finere it be committed, and fo hath onely power 
to fave from cond-irnation 3 for this you thall find, 
that as Chril doth wot live to Juſtification, where he is 
not believed and mwſiificd, loved, followed, and con- 
ſeſſed : though in ſuch he move, foſindoth not Jive to 
condemnation where itis hatcd, condemned, and.de- 
nyedz; for where thut ſpirit of twickednefſe is ſeen in 
the light, and ſeparated from, and judged apart from 
the creature, the cr-ature joyning in judgement with 
Tft, there lin will wither, and Sur flee, tor there he 
hath no kingdome, nor ahiding Habirate ns ſor the light 
being minced, and judeement having free paſſage and 
conſent, it ſearcheth out his hidden things, and judge- 
ment paſtth upon all his deceit, rout and ground, with 
his fruits « fo 's the ſtrong man ſpoyled, and his fiuft, 
by faith in Chriſt and not by firength of the crea- 
ture, by b-iceving the juſt, and denying the un- 
Juſt. 

For according to every mans Faith, ſo fall he receive 
from God 3; now he that bcleeves ſulvation and that 
cleaves to, and lives in ſome (in, and pleads for it, end 
beleeves he muſt do fo, his Faith ſtands in an uncleane 
rhing, and an unclcan thing will live by that Faith, and 
be juſtified by that Creature, and in his juſlifying any 
thing that is uneleane, therein 1s the juſt condemned 
(and that Fiith cannot be counted to that Creature for 
righteouſnefſe )and the juſt being conderaned which 
(hould give dominion over the unclean, the wilde Plant 
hath its liberty to grow until it overſpread the Plant of 
God- and cover the man, wholly ſtop the car, and 
blind the eye, and hardens the heart againſt every mo-

Alſo, on the contrary : He that feels a ſtrife in hum- 
ſelfe between the clean and the unclean, and fees rhe 
one reprovve for fin, and the other picad tor fin, and 
del:eves in that winich is pure, clean and juſt, which con- 
demns the unjuſt and unclean, that taith ftands in that 
which is pure, arid the myſtery and power of it is held 
1:1 4 pure conſcience 3 and that pure faith being (oNow- 
e:}, will purific the heart, and cleanſe the hands irom' 
uhjuſt aftions3 an4 by that faith the juii lives, and 
grows, and ſprings, arid brings torth, 2nd the pure 
plant ſpreads and covers the carth withthe knowledge

And this further, for the incouragement of ſuch as 
koneſtly indeed would be rid of their (in, and ſet free 
to ſerve God in holinicfſe without deceit; thou fecling 
in thee the moving vfthat which is holy bearing wit- 
neiſe againt that which is contrary to hotinefſe, and ' 
concaeimning it, and thee for joyning with it mall thy 
converſation: Iiay, in that belecve for that 1s al! 
thou knows ot Chriſt in thee, and believing and follow- 
Ing it, tou wilt feelc it making a ſeparation in thy in- 
ward man, betw:xt that which Chriſt comes to ſave, 
ind that which he comes to deſtroy 3 for this 15 he that 
comes trom 1bove to ſet beſore thee life and death divi- 
d-4, that thoa joyning to the life, and believing may 
be fave from deathz and as thou art faithful to this 
fyrit wiich con J-mns finin ths fleth, fo thoa wilt feet!

heed unto hinn, to believe him, and to mind his leading,

Name, and Power beſore his enemies, then what he 
moves thee to bring forth ſhall be thy inheritance, and 
will daily encreaſe with uſing 3 but if thou wilt not give 
up for his Name fake, but would hold the treaſure, and 
eſcape the reproach, then will it be taken from thee, and 
given to him who will yield the Lord of the Vineyard 
his fruit in due ſeaſon ; for that which the Father freely 
begets, he will have freely brought forth, that the ſhin- 
ing thereof in the dark World may praiſe him; what a 
glory is it to ſee peace ſhine in the midſt of War, love in 
the in:dſt of hatred, meekneile in the midi of ſtrife, righ- 
teous judgement in the midſt ot wickedneſſe, innocency 
in the midſt} of violence, & oppretion, as a Lilly among(t 
thorns, ſo is that of Ged amongſt the men of the World ; 
and thercin doth his nature and beauty appear in his 
Temple, to which all muſt conieſte,and praiſe him there- 
in: This is the righteous day which many have talked 
on, and thoſe onely are the children of it in whom the 
brizhtneſs ſhines forth: that which God begets in thee

bones in the womb. 

Therefore as you muſt give your minds wholly to 
hearken,ſo muſt you give your ſtrength wholly to ovey 3 
and when you feel the pure to move in you, with your 
whole trength ſerve it, and bring it forth, give up your 
bodies a ſacrifice for his ſake whom you have not ſeen, 
that his life may be made manifeſt in your mortall fleth, 
and through you to the World, that he may be ſeen in 
his brightneſſe to all that love him, and before his ene- 
mie's : tnen is the body for the Lord, and not for fornica- 
tion: But iſyoureſt in the knowledge of this myttery, 
and bring not forth to lite, with that knowledge you 
commit tornication and teach others to commit forni- 
cation alſo, this knowledge in the diſobedient mind be- 
comes the mother of harlots, and fornications of the 
earth, with which the Kings of the earth arc deceived, 
but none ever joyned tg Gad. 

Foy it 4 not the hearing of the truth that purifies the ſoul, 
but the obedience of truth which makes the 7:1 fit for the 
Miſters uſe, who in his uſmg, and its obedience makes is a 
v2fſel of honour, and glorifies ha Son therein, in a body prepa- 
r2d to do the Fathers will in the world, wheraby the Futhey a 
glovified in the Son,in whom he ſhines forth inthe clear image 
as the Father begets him again in you, and you in him, which 
as in him before the World Toas, of h#« own nature and good 
will, which as you concerve again by faith and obedience, you 
will be changed into the ſame image and nature, ard to de- 
light onely therein, being born of the ſame ſpirit, as be that » 
boyn of the fleſh delights m the things of the fleſh.
